The
evenls that bave taken place in Germany and in
Ttaly bave overthrown all oalculations, deceivad

HEAVY RGBBERY FROM A BROKER.

Forty Thousand Dellars in Gold and
Gold Uhocks Stolem Last Ootober—Re-
covery of the Money —~Interesting Fis-
tory of the Case, ¥ite.

It will be remembered that on the 30th of
October last quite an excitement waa created in
Will street, which hud about that time some-
what recovered from the monetary “'seare” into
which it had been thrown by the peculations of
Ross, and certatn other loss socomplished and
consequently less sgccessfol “gentlemen rob-
bers,” by the annonncement that the Hrm of C,
(. Parke & Co,, brokers, at No. 34 New streot,
had been robbed of forty thousand dollars in
gold eertificates.

The facts of the case, as published at the time,
were, that on the afternoon of the #th of Ouoto-
ber last, just previous to the closing of banking
bours, Mr. Parks senl & man named George
Culvert, who was employed 1n the office of the
firm as & general moessenger, to Messrs, Chiarles
Unger & Co,, bankers, doing business al No. 48
Exchange place, with an order for $40,000 in
#0ld eerlificates, After waiting for the return

ol Calyert for about a gquarter of an hour, one ol
the trm sent a young man to Messrs, Unger &
Co,’s 1o aeccriain the cause of the delay, On
renching the establishment of that krm, the mes-
sener was informed that Calvert had been there
and drawn the gold certlilicates, each of them
bearing the denomination of $5000.

On retwining with this woswer to Mr, Parks,
that gentleman, doubtless =supposing that Cal-
vert had gone off elsewhere, but would soon re-
turn, delayed making any furtber inqguiry for
about hall an hour. At the expiration of that
time he becume alarmed, and suspicious that
Calvert had ylelded to temptation. A clerk was
thercfore sent o the Sub-Treasury, where he
was informed that two of the certificates,
amounting to $10,000 in gold, had been cazhed
ghort time previous., Upon comparing the num-
bers furnished to Messrs. Charles Unger & Co ,
it was discovered that certiicates hos. 21,007
and 21,106 of letter A were the ones that had
been cushed,

Further informuation was spon after obtained
thut Calvert had been #een to enter the Sub-
Treasury building by ‘he Wall street entrance,
und to leave it through the door fronting on
Pine eircet.  Beyond this, nothing could be
lemyned of bis whereabonts; and althongh un-
willing to_believe that Calvert had ucted dis-
hopestly, Mr., Parks was compelled to act upon
the overwheming evidenee of guilt that had
been pluced betore him, Ioformation of the
robbery was then promptly eent to Police
He: dguarters, and Coptain Young immediately
detached Detectives MeDougall and Gilford to
bunt up Calvert. Thut this was no easy task,
the gequel will plainly show.

For several days the two officers wero some-
what puzzled as 10 the best mode 1o be adopred
in order to ferret out wheresbouts of the ab-
sconder. The firvm by which be had been em-
ﬂlu_\ ed knew very little, if anything, concerning

im more than whal they saw ol him day by
day while enguged ns “*gold runner” for them
duting the period of about twelve months, Of
the place where ke resided, what kind of com-
pany he kept, or where he used to pass his
evenlugs, the irmlknew nothing, and the delec-
tives were therefore lefy to work up the onse
from the outset without a single clue fo gude
them in their manwuyrings,

Nothing discouraged, however, by the hope-
less look of aftairs, they went to work with
i will, and after several days had passed with-
out ‘anything tuwrning up that led them to
adopt any certain course, they learned-—how or
by what means isnow a detective gecret—that
on the day of the robbery he had visited a girl
by the name of Emma Domas, who was stop-
[nm.' in & houee in Mercer streel, and that she
wnd packed up and made tracks for gome other
place. Shortly afterwards they were informeod
thut she wa= in Troy, and then nothing more
could be ascertnined as to where she had gone,

During their ferretings about the Mercer
street house they found out that Culvert was
not the principal “lover” of Emma, but that u
voung wan by the name of George Ricard wus
tifit fuvored individual. This once definitely

| known, McDougal and Gilford resolved to keep

“eloge down"” on lim, or, In less technical
yhrase, 1o walch his every movement, sad fol-
ow him about wherever he went, they, by
their experience in such matters, feeliog cer-
tain that iwo persone entertainlog so tenlder a
regard for one another ns did Ricard and
Emmu would some time or another communi-
cate togelher by letter or otherwise. While
keeping & strict wateh over the lormer, unknown

An answer was duly
received very soon afterwands, stating that o
messeneer would leave Montreal imuiedintely
tor this city to take charge of the “‘voatly
objcets,” :
